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FOREWORD. 


The  Semi-Centennial  of  Howard  University  gives  a  great 
opportunity  for  all  connected  with  it  to  make  its  life  and 
service  richer  and  more  complete.  An  anniversary  is  noth- 
ing save  as  those  who  celebrate  it  use  it  as  an  occasion  for 
recording  history  and  for  finding  motives  for  fresh  and 
greater  accomplishments  in  the  future.  Many  a  weak  insti- 
tution can  be  made  strong  by  a  wise  use  of  an  anniversary. 
Many  a  large  institution  can  be  made  finer  and  more  power- 
ful in  the  same  way. 

The  graduates  of  Howard  University  should  be  alive  to 
the  greatness  of  the  present  opportunity.  What  finer  thing 
can  be  done  for  the  world  than  the  making  of  a  great  edu- 
cational institution?  When  a  graduate  throws  his  life  into 
an  anniversary  he  is  perpetuating  his  own  influence  forever 
in  a  remarkable  way.

The  latter  pay  only  a  small  fraction 
of  the  cost  of  maintaining  courses  of  study.  In  other  words, 
every  graduate  has  received  a  great  gift  of  the  larger  part 
of  the  cost  of  his  education. 

In  response  to  this  great  gift  each  university,  and  Howard 
University  in  particular,  asks  for  the  united  and  apprecia- 
tive love  and  service  of  its  graduates.  The  debt  can  never 
be  repaid  as  a  wdiole.  But  something  can  be  done  by  each 
graduate  in  banding  together  with  all  other  graduates  in  the 
effort  to  make  the  institution  finer  and  better.  The  Semi- 
Centennial  presents  an  opportunity  for  such  an  effort.

This  expresses  tersely  and  succinctly  the  natural  relation 
which  should  exist  between  a  university,  as  such,  and  those 
who  constitute  its  alumni.  The  chief  asset  of  any  university 
is  its  alumni  and  in  proportion  as  this  is  active  and  alive 
to  the  interests  of  the  institution,  that  institution  is  assured 
of  progress;  in  proportion  as  its  alumni  accentuates  itself 
on  the  communities  wherein  they  live,  move,  and  have  their 
being  a  good  and  wholesome  influence  is  exerted.  The 
Alumni  of  Howard  has  through  nearly  half  a  century 
learned  this  and  in  seeking  closer  ties,  throws  itself  in  the 
trend  of  progress  and  catches  the  spirit  of  the  times.  And 
yet  there  must  be  reciprocal  relations,  nothing  can  or  would 
be  gained  by  a  one-sided  move  in  this  direction ;  the  closer 
ties  sought  between  an  institution  and  its  alumni  must  be 
met  by  an  equal  advance  on  the  part  of  the  institution  so 
that  there  may  be  a  mutual  understanding  in  what  both 
will  and  may  be  benefited.  Howard's  stand  for  its  Alumni, 
first,  last  and  always,  conditions  being  equal,  means  a  step 
in  the  present-day  trend  made  in  the  great  onward  march 
of   progress.      It  is   not  enough  that  this   should  be   done

tacitly,  but  it  needs  to  be  open  and  above  board  and  as  pro- 
nounced as  the  divine  recognition  upon  the  Son  of  Man: 
"This  is  My  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased." 

Reunion  Day  and  Commencement  Day  One  and  In- 
separable.    The  Business  Session  of  the  Alumni 

On  Day  Prior. 

It  is  proper  that  on  the  one  day  in  the  Scholastic  Year, 
when  thoughts  are  turned  to  the  accomplishments  of  the 
year  that  there  should  be  united  in  a  feeling  of  comrade 
and  fellowship,  those  who  have  gone  from  the  University — 
the  Alumni,  and  those  who  are  going  out — the  graduates. 
There  is  and  must  be  an  inspiration — retrospective  for  those 
who  out  in  the  world  recall  by-gone  days — prospective, 
based  on  the  success  of  the  successful  alumni,  for  those  who 
on  the  morrow  of  Commencement  Day  will  take  up  the 
duties  of  life.  In  this  there  is  a  world  of  good  not  to  be 
overlooked  nor  treated  lightly.  In  the  separation  of  the 
business  session  of  the  Alumni  from  the  reunion  it  has  been 
thought  that  the  one  day  set  apart  for  reunion  should  be 
devoted  to  that  purpose.  The  return  of  graduates  relating 
their  experiences,  reports  of  actual  progress  and  real  re- 
union, thus  with  the  business  a  day  prior  those  who  may 
<^ome  from  other  cities  would  arrive  in  time  to  take  part, 
the  business  could  be  completed  in  due  course  and  the 
reunion  day  voukl  be  what  its  name  implies  and  what  it  was 
and  is  intended  to  be. 

Closer  Fellowship — Wider  Acquaintance  of  the 
Alumni. 

The  establishment  of  a  closer  fellowship  among  the 
alumni  would  of  itself  create  a  wider  acquaintance.  There 
should  be  such  a  relation  existing  between  the  alumni  fost- 
ered by  the  various  local  associations  that  it  would  be  almost 
impossible  for  an  alumnus  to  go  to  another  city  without 
being  at  once  known  and  taken  care  of,  in  fact,  this  should 
Ik-  the  functions  of  the  local  associations,  to  know  its  own, 
and  by  keeping  in  touch  advise  any  other  locality  of  a  con- 
templated or  actual  change.  (  )ther  institutions  have  so  per- 
fected this  system  that  an  alumnus  going  into  a  strange  city 
is  looked  up  by  a  committee  of  the  local  association  and 
made  to  feel  at  home.

Harmonious  Working  of  Parts  for  the  Whole. 

This  is  intended  to  refer  to  the  relation  of  the  local  asso- 
ciations to  the  General  Alumni  Association.  The  line  of 
demarcation  as  to  the  province  of  the  local  and  that  of  the 
General  Association  is  clear  and  distinct.  With  the  local 
associations  it  was  and  is  the  intention  that  they  should  he 
branches  of  the  parent  body,  similar  in  constitution  and 
being  vested  purely  with  local  functions,  concerns  and  inter- 
ests. While  the  General  Association  comprehends  the  inter- 
ests of  the  alumni  body  through  its  branches  and  whenever 
an  alumnus  is  found,  in  other  words,  when  it  comes  to  the 
alumni  interests  abroad  in  various  communities,  the  action 
is  for  the  General  Association.  When  confined  to  a  com- 
munity it  becomes  local.  There  should  be  nothing  but  har- 
mony in  this  plan  and  it  would  be  worth  while  if  the  local 
associations  now  formed  and  those  which  may  be  formed 
take  up  the  matter  in  a  way  to  make  effective  the  smooth 
and  proper  working  of  the  alumni  through  this  method. 

In  the  membership  plan  every  alumnus  of  every  depart- 
ment of  the  University  should  have  a  membership  in  the 
General  Association  as  well  as  in  his  local  association,  and 
should  he  by  any  means  change  locality  he  should  seek  to 
identify  himself  with  the  local  organization  there  or  should 
there  be  none  in  existence,  organize  one.  The  platform  call 
is  for  500  new  members  by  our  next  reunion,  June  7.  Can 
we  not  make  one  move  altogether  and  enroll  the  2,500  or 
3,000  Howard  men  and  women  who  are  not  on  our  rolls? 
Will  you  not  at  once  send  your  dollar  to  the  Financial  Sec- 
retary, Mr.  Robert  A.  Pelham,  639  F  Street,  N.  W.,  to- 
gether with  address,  department,  year  of  graduation,  etc. 

The  General  Alumni  Association  went  on  record  for  the 
organization  of  active  local  branches  in  all  principal  centers. 
Pursuant  to  this  plan  and  in  keeping  with  the  pledge  to 
first  form  one  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  within  thirty  days  from 
our  last  reunion  ;  the  Washington  branch  was  formed  and 
is  now,  as  will  be  seen  by  report  elsewhere,  in  a  healthy 
condition.  This  plan  of  organization  should  be  taken  up 
by  the  alumni  everywhere  and  even  though  there  should 
not  be-  more  than  two  or  three  graduates  of  Howard,  form 
;i  branch,  and  let  us  know  where  you  are  and  help  us  keep 
in  touch  with  others  in  your  locality. 

Looking  forward  to  March  2,  ID  IT,  we  hope  to  be  in 
touch    with    every    alumnus   and    through    this   contact    it    is 


hoped  to  be  able  to  have  concurrently  in  each  locality  as 
well  as  at  I  [oward  University,  on  that  date,  a  country-wide 
celebration  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  granting  of 
the  charter  to  Howard  University.  We  have  one  year  in 
which  to  accomplish  this  and  are  inviting  the  alumni  to 
join  us  in  the  effort.  You  can  help:  First,  by  locating 
Howard  men  and  women  in  your  vicinity  and  if  not  organ- 
ized get  them  to  form  a  local  association;  second,  by  send- 
ing to  the  President,  Secretary  or  Financial  Secretary  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association  names  and  addresses  of  grad- 
uates of  your  class,  department  or  persons  you  know  to 
have  been  in  school,  in  any  department  at  the  time  you  were 
here;  third,  by  infusing  the  Howard  spirit  so  that  we  may 
at  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Commencement,  June,  1917, 
lav  upon  the  altar  of  Alma  Mater  something  tangible  of  our 
appreciation  for  the  opportunity  she  has  given  us  for  good, 
for  service. 

Finally  in  our  Fiftieth  Anniversary  more  than  now  the 
eyes  of  the  world  will  be  on  us.  Howard  is  to  take  stock, 
to  take  an  inventory  and  in  this  we,  the  alumni,  are  not  to 
be  left  out  of  the  equation,  and  when  the  question,  in  Na- 
poleonic terseness  is  asked,  "What  has  he  done,"  we  must 
face  the  issue  and  give  an  accounting  of  half  a  century  of 
effort,  of  opportunity,  of  service.  What  can  we  point  to 
as  our  accomplished  effort  for  Alma  Mater? — will  it  be 
unitedness  of  effort?  Solidarity  of  purpose?  Oneness  in 
genuine  helpfulness,  constructiveness,  and  activity?  Let 
every  alumnus  examine  him  and  herself.  Except  two  ef- 
forts, the  one  remaining  as  an  example  of  applied  energy  in 
making  the  nucleus  of  the  Professorship  of  Mathematics, 
now  held  by  our  beloved  Kelly  Miller ;  the  other  the  Gym- 
nasium project  to  raise  $10,000,  which  did  not  as  we  had 
hoped — for  one  reason  or  another — meet  with  the  success 
it  merited  and  is  still  unfinished,  but  we  do  not  count  it 
dead,  only  sleeping.  The  alumni  as  such  is  behind  those 
of  other  institutions  in  point  of  loyalty  and  tangible  results 
of  efforts  put  forth  for  alma  mater.  Our  confidence  in 
Howard  University  men  and  women  warrant  us  in  the 
belief  and  assumption  that  now  facing  an  anniver- 
sary which  will  be  notable  in  the  history  of  the  University 
each  one  will  rise  in  his  and  her  might  of  accomplishment 
and  sound  along  the  line  "Howard  shall  have  the  Alumni 
Gymnasium/'  "and  I  will  help  to  build    it."      Have    you 


stopped  to  consider  that  a  contribution  among  us  of  Ten 
Dollars  per  graduate  would  furnish  more  than  our  prom- 
ised quota?  Of  course,  allowance  must  be  made  for  those 
who  cannot  do  as  much,  and  those  who  cannot  be  located. 
Some  can  and  will  do  more;  will  you  be  one  of  those  and 
to  what  extent? 

Could  we  on  Commencement  Day,  1917,  place  in  the 
hands  of  the  President  of  the  University  our  completed  sub- 
scription to  this  Gymnasium  Fund  in  cash,  we  would  de- 
serve to  be  scrutinized  in  taking  account  of  the  assets  of  a 
University  fifty  years  of  age  and  have  reason  to  be  proud 
of  the  question,  "What  has  he  done?"  May  this  appeal- 
to  you,  one  year  in  which  to  make  your  donation  or  pay 
your  deferred  subscription.  How  much  has  Howard  Uni- 
versity been  worth  to  you  ?  What  tangible  expression  in 
dollars  and  cents  will  you  give  it?  Consider,  besides  the 
needs  which  will  be  met  by  this  addition  to  Howard  Uni- 
versity, how  such  an  effort  participated  in  by  us  all  will 
make  and  create  ties  for  a  new  era,  a  new  Howard — fellow 
alumni,  the  country  over,  this  is  a  call  to  duty,  will  you  re- 
spond? Shall  the  answer  be  found  wanting  or  shall  it  be 
found  willing — while  the  eyes  of  the  world  are  looking  on  ?

GET  IX  TOUCH.  KEEP  IN  TOUCH. 
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EFFORTS  OF  THE  ALUMNI  TO  RAISE  A  FUND 
FOR  A  GYMNASIUM. 


The  idea  of  the  Alumni  Gymnasium  dates  back  at  least 
to  the  year  1908.  Prior  to  1907  the  alumni  body  as  an 
organization  had  had  a  more  or  less  precarious  existence, 
rising  at  times  to  a  degree  of  activity  which  gave  great 
promise  of  its  possibilities,  only  to  fall  back  into  a  state  of 
lethargy,  keenly  disappointing  to  those  who  felt  the  needs 
of  a  large,  enthusiastic  and  zealous  body.  About  that  time, 
however,  in  response  to  the  urgings  of  the  more  enthusiastic

graduates,  it  was  decided  to  reorganize  the  body,  and  in 
order  to  provide  a  definite  aim,  which  should  act  both  as  a 
stimulus  to  the  organization  and  at  the  same  time  answer 
the  oft-repeated  criticism  that  the  contribution  of  the  alumni 
to  the  University  was  always  destructive  rather  than  con- 
structive,— it  was  proposed  that  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars be  raised  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  science  hall. 

This  proposition  was  tentatively  broached  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  reorganized  body  in  June,  190T,  and  was 
seriously  considered  during  the  following  year.  Former 
President  Thirkield,  however,  finding  it  possible  to  procure 
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a  government  appropriation  of  $90,000  for  a  science  hall, 
advised  that  the  alumni  hody  change  its  plan  and  make  a 
gymnasium  its  objective.  In  view  of  the  larger  plan  for  the 
science  hall  and  the  more  immediate  prospect  of  its  realiza- 
tion, the  alumni  body,  at  its  meeting  in  1909,  definitely 
launched  a  campaign  to  raise  ten  thousand  dollars  as  the 
nucleus  of  a  gymnasium  fund,  there  being  some  sort  of 
tacit  understanding  that  the  University  authorities  would 
in  some  way  provide  the  additional  sum  needed  to  bring 
the  total  up  to  about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Never  was  an  enterprise  initiated  under  more  favorable 
auspices  or  amid  greater  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  those 
upon  whom  it  must  depend  for  support.  At  the  beginning, 
members  vied  with  each  other  in  declarations  of  ardent 
love  and  devotion  for  Alma  Mater,  and  of  willingness  to 
make  any  sacrifice  or  perform  any  labor  for  her  glorifica- 
tion. When  subscriptions  were  called  for,  pledges  from 
two  hundred  dollars  down  were  made  with  little  or  no  urg- 
ing, until  the  total  reached  nearly  two  thousand  dollars.  A 
permanent  committee  on  gymnasium  was  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  forward  the  campaign.  This  com- 
mittee took  up  its  task  with  the  same  vigor  and  enthusiasm 
as  had  characterized  the  launching  of  the  campaign. 

A  card  index  system  was  inaugurated,  the  necessary  lit- 
erature issued,  and  an  attempt  made  to  inform  every  alum- 
nus of  the  movement  and  to  give  each  one  an  opportunity 
to  subscribe.  During  the  first  year  this  plan  was  vigorously 
pushed,  with  results  by  no  means  commensurate  with  the 
efforts  put  forth  and  falling  far  below  expectations.  From 
this  time  to  the  annual  meeting  of  1911,  the  campaign  went 
on  with  ever-declining  interest  and  ever-lessening  results. 
Several  reasons  may  be  ascribed  to  this  waning  of  enthu- 
siasm on  the  part  of  the  committee. 

In  the  first  place,  practically  no  funds  were  available  for 
carrying  forward  the  campaign,  which  by  its  very  nature 
was  necessarily  costly.  The  amount  of  clerical  work  was 
too  large  to  be  effectively  performed  by  any  one  individual 
as  a  side  issue,  and  a  hired  clerk  was  out  of  the  question. 
The  funds  already  collected  were  held  by  the  University 
authorities,  to  be  inviolate,  not  even  postage  being  available 
therefrom.  In  the  second  place,  the-  responses  to  the  ap- 
peal were  by  no  means  as  ready  as  the  enthusiastic  utter- 
ances made  at    the   launching  meeting  led   the  committee  to 


expert.  The  exact  figures  are  not  before  me  as  1  write;  it 
is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  the  subscriptions  following 
the  firsl  day  scarcely  exceeded  those  made  on  that  day,  and 
the  collections  amounted  to  about  one-half  the  subscrip- 
tions, in  the  third  place,  the  Howard  Spirit  had  not  grown 
to  such  a  degree  of  fervor  as  to  overcome  the  handicap  of 
distance,  for  the  subscriptions  from  outside  of  Washington 
were  by  no  means  proportional  to  the  distribution  of 
graduates,  and  the  lack  of  funds  made  it  impossible  for 
anyone  to  travel  in  order  to  make  a  personal  appeal  to  the 
alumni  scattered  all  over  the  country. 

In  June,  L911,  the  Alumni  Association  gave  evidence  of 
a  renewed  interest  in  the  gymnasium  proposition.  The 
principal  administrative  officers  were  changed  by  the  body 
itself,  and  later  a  financial  agent  was  appointed  by  the  gym- 
nasium committee.  The  appointment  of  a  financial  agent 
was  the  result  of  mature  deliberation,  it  being  the  opinion 
of  the  committee  that  such  an  official,  working  on  a  per- 
centage basis,  would  be  able  to  prosecute  the  campaign  with 
greater  efficiency  than  had  been  shown  under  the  previous 
system.  The  result  of  this  innovation  was  to  raise  the  sub- 
scription list  to  over  seven  thousand  dollars  and  to  increase 
the  collections  to  about  twro  thousand  dollars. 

The  action  of  the  committee  in  putting  an  agent  in  the 
field  on  a  percentage  basis  was  probably  the  best  step  to 
take  at  that  time.  The  correspondence  plan  had  been  tried 
for  three  years  and  seemed  to  have  exhausted  its  possi- 
bilities. An  agent  was  therefore  necessary.  There  were  no 
funds  from  which  a  salary  could  be  paid,  so  that  the  per- 
centage plan  was  the  only  available  means  of  compensa- 
tion. The  agent's  contract  in  substance  provided  that  he 
should  receive  ten  per  cent  of  all  collections  on  subscriptions 
that  had  already  been  made,  and  twenty-five  per  cent  on  all 
new  subscriptions  and  collections,  with  a  sliding  scale  al- 
lowing a  smaller  percentage  on  larger  amounts.  It  further 
provided  that  he  was  to  pay  his  own  expenses.  Better  terms 
for  the  Association  could  hardly  have  been  procured. 

The  successful  operation  of  this  plan  was  seriously  inter- 
fered with  from  the  start,  by  the  outspoken  objections  of 
those  who  considered  the  percentage  scheme  a  bad  one. 
Some  of  these  expressions  were  doubtless  sincere,  but  all 
were  untimely  and  tended  to  discredit  the  efforts  of  the 
agent  and  the  committee ;   for  it  is  always   easier  to  cast 
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suspicion  upon  a  scheme  involving  the  collection  of  money 
than  it  is  to  contribute  to  its  success.  One  of  the  most  re- 
grettable features  of  this  phase  of  the  campaign  was  that 
some  of  the  most  vigorous  objectors  to  the  percentage  plan 
were  persons  whose  subscriptions  had  been  outstanding  and 
unpaid  for  three  years  prior  to  the  appointment  of  an  agent, 
during  which  time  the  question  of  percentage  was  not  in- 
volved. 

For  over  two  years  this  plan  was  tried,  at  the  end  of 
which  the  contract  with  the  agent  was  terminated  and  the 
General  Alumni  Association  by  vote  placed  all  subscrip- 
tions in  the  hands  of  the  University,  which  had  been  the 
official  depository  for  the  funds  throughout  the  campaign. 
For  a  year  the  Secretary  of  the  University  made  an  at- 
tempt, through  correspondence,  to  collect  the  outstanding 
subscriptions,  with  practically  no  success.  At  the  present 
time  the  fund  amounts  to  over  two  thousand  dollars  in 
cash  and  about  seven  thousand  dollars  in  subscriptions. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Alumni  Gymnasium  project  is 
not  dead,  but  that  the  ten  thousand  dollars  will  become  a 
reality.  If  nothing  else  happens,  however,  there  is  con- 
solation in  the  fact  that  the  two  thousand  dollars  is  invested 
and  the  interest  compounded.  In  the  fullness  of  time,  there- 
fore, the  ten  thousand  dollars  is  assured.

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THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  ALUMNI. 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  to  organize  the  grad- 
uates of  Howard  University  into  an  effeetive  alumni  asso- 
ciation.  While  none  of  these  attempts  have  been  fully  suc- 
cessful, yet  they  have  all  contributed  something  towards 
strengthening  the  ties  that  bind  in  one  family  union  the 
scattered  sons  and  daughters  of  Howard.  In  addition  to 
the  usual  festive  feats  of  an  alumni  reunion,  several  con- 
structive endeavors  have  been  undertaken.

An  alumni  professorship  was  projected  in  1890,  and  Kelly 
Miller,  '86,  was  elected  to  the  chair.  Shortly  afterwards 
the  responsibility  of  this  chair  was  assumed  by  the  Univer- 
sity. In  1896,  an  alumni  catalogue  was  issued,  containing 
the  names,  positions  and  addresses  of  all  the  graduates  up 
to  that  time.  This  is  the  only  record  of  the  kind  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  institution. 
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A  few  years  ago,  the  alumni  undertook  to  raise  a  fund 
of  $10,000  to  supplement  a  sum  of  $15,000  to  be  contrib- 
uted by  the  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  alumni 
gymnasium.  Over  $2,000  of  this  amount  has  been  raised 
and  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  University.  This 
sum,  though  seemingly  insignificant  in  comparison  with  the 
ability  of  the  alumni,  yet  represents  the  second  largest 
contribution  that  the  institution  has  received  in  recent  years, 
outside  of  its  fixed  channels  of  revenue. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  alumni,  as  one  man,  will  rally 
around  the  standard  of  their  Alma  Mater  in  celebration  of 
her  forthcoming  Fiftieth  Anniversary. 

Past  experience  clearly  shows  that  if  the  graduates  of 
Howard  University  are  to  be  efficiently  organized  into  an 
effective  cooperating  agency,  the  University  itself  must  as- 
sume the  responsibility  of  the  task.  This  work  must  be  put 
in  the  hands  of  a  highly-qualified  alumnus,  on  an  adequate 
salary ;  and  the  task  imposed  must  be,  not  merely  his  duty, 
but  also  his  business.

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THE  ALUMNI   IN   HOWARD   UNIVERSITY. 


The  alumni  who  are  intrusted,  in  any  way,  with  the 
great  responsibility  of  helping  to  direct  the  affairs  of  the 
University,  whether  as  teachers  or  trustees,  represent  a 
very  conservative  group  of  men  and  women.

This  responsibility  comes  with  enforced 
seriousness  to  every  "Howardite"  when  it  is  noted  that  the 
alumni  constitute  hfty  per  cent,  nearly,  of  the  faculty  of 
the  oldest  and  largest  of  the  academic  colleges,  and  in  vary- 
ing percentages  make  up  the  faculties  of  the  other  depart- 
ments.

The  University  has  made  remarkable  progress  in  the  last 
ten  or  twelve  years,  perhaps  more  extensively  than  inten- 
sively. This  progress,  however,  must  not  be  attributed  to 
the  alumni  alone,  for  there  are  other  strong  men  and  women 
in  the  University  who  have  made  undoubted  contribu- 
tions to  her  material   and   spiritual   progress,   so,   any   dis- 
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cussion  of  this  question  must  leave  a  considerable  margin 
for  them. 

I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  the  alumni  in  the  University  are 
all  performing  their  trusts  with  unquestioned  devotion  to 
ideals  ;  that  for  the  most  part  they  are  uniting  their  past 
experiences  as  students  there  with  later  experiences  in  ad- 
vanced studies  in  other  institutions,  in  an  effort  to  make 
her  the  best  in  the  country. 

Whatever  happens  to  be  the  nature  of  the  organic  life 
of  the  University  to-day,  the  alumni  are,  in  a  way,  the  par- 
ents thereof,  for  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  is  an  alumnus,  also,  the  Dean  of  the  Academy,  Dean 
of  the  Commercial  College,  the  Secretary  and  Business 
Manager  of  the  University,  Secretary  of  the  College  of 
Medicine  and  the  Secretary  of  the  College  of  Law. 

I  said  in  a  preceding  paragraph  that  our  rapid  growth 
in  the  last  few  years  has  been  more  extensive  than  inten- 
sive. The  intensification  of  the  University's  life,  in  the 
direction  of  greater  solidarity  in  the  student  body  and 
larger  usefulness  of  her  equipment,  in  making  better  and 
more  efficient  men  and  women,  is  the  great  and  urgent 
problem  lying  before  all  of  the  alumni  who  are  officially 
connected  with  our  Alma  Mater. 

It  may  readily  be  seen  that  the  greatest  achievement  in 
the  line  of  her  material  and  spiritual  growth  lies  ahead. 
This  may  lead  one  to  inquire  as  to  the  calibre  of  the  younger 
alumni  who  are  being  added  to  the  force  from  time  to 
time  to  help  in  this  important  work. 

In  and  out  of  faculty  meetings  the  voices  of  these  men 
and  women  are  lifted  in  no  uncertain  but  practical  terms 
for  the  development  of  higher  ideals.  They  come  with  a 
knowledge  of  the  University's  shortcomings  and  with  a 
zealous  spirit  to  do  what  they  can  to  remove  them.  We 
find  them,  without  exception,  taking  the  high  professional 
attitude  upon  all  questions  which  arise  in  the  University's 
administrative  procedure. 

\\  ith    such   an   outlook    it   is  hoped   that   the   body   of   the 

alumni    will    give   their   moral    and   material    support   to   our

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ATHLETIC   ACTIVITIES  TAKE  HIGH   RANK. 


From  its  earliest  days  the  authorities  of  Howard  Uni- 
versity have  had  a  keen  sense  of  appreciation  for  the  physi- 
cal as  well  as  the  moral  and  intellectual  development  of  its 
student  body.  This  appreciation  was  first  expressed  in  the 
support  given  the  warriors  on  the  gridiron  and  diamond 
when  that  gentleman,  scholar  and  thorough  sportsman,  the 
late  Prof.  Charles  C.  Cook,  who  will  ever  remain  the  idol  of 
all  students  whose  intellects  he  quickened  through  the  exer- 
eise  of  his  genius,  worked  with  them  early  and  late,  de- 
veloping in  them  that  sense  of  fair-play,  that  desire  for 
justice,  that  power  of  self-eontrol,  which  have  demanded 
for  Howard  the  respeet  and  admiration  of  her  sister  col- 
leges. 

Athletics  have  kept  pace  with  all  the  other  activities  of 
the  University.  To-day,  in  addition  to  baseball,  her  stu- 
dents play  football,  basketball,  tennis,  and  cricket;  they 
have  track  teams  and  physical  training  classes.  But  there 
is  one  thing  lacking — that  is  the  gymnasium  which  her  loyal 
alumni  mean  to  give  her  (sooner  than  she  dreams  of),  in 
order  to  put  athletics  on  par  with  any  other  university. 

There  is  a  nobler  side  to  athletics  than  the  mere  broaden- 
ing of  shoulders,  the  hardening  of  muscles,  and  the  intensify- 
ing of  the  power  of  endurance.  There  should  grow  out  of 
athletics  a  fine  spirit  of  loyalty  to  the  University,  a  wonder- 
ful pride  in  her  well-being,  a  feeling  of  highest  respect  for 
each  fellow-student,  and  a  deep  desire  that  each  year 
will  bring  greater  results  than  the  last. 

The  athletic  tax  of  recent  years  has  done  much  toward 
lightening  the  financial  burdens  of  the  Athletic  Association  ; 
while  the  Athletic  Council,  composed  of  the  President,  pro- 
fessors, alumni  and  students  of  the  University  has  proven 
a  valuable  agency  for  shaping  athletic  policies. 

There  is  no  need  for  despair.  Howard  is  in  the  ascend- 
ency, so  are  her  athletics ;  and,  one  day,  both  will  stand  out 
as  a  glorious  tribute  to  her  trustees,  and  to  her  faculty,  to 
those  who  linger  in  her  halls,  and  to  her  children  scattered 
afar — the  alunmi.

GENERAL   ALUMNI   ASSOCIATION   OF 
HOWARD  UNIVERSITY. 

Constitution. 

Name. 
Article  1.   This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Gen- 
eral Alumni  Association  of  Howard  University. 

(  )bj  ects. 
Article   2.  The  objects  of   this   association   shall   be   to 
unite   the   graduates   in   closer   sympathy   and   promote   the 
general  welfare  of  the  University. 

Membership. 
Article  3.  Those  eligible  to  membership,  are 

(a)  Graduates  of  any  school,  college  or  department  of 
the  University, 

(b)  Holders  of  honorary  degrees  from  the  University. 

Officers. 

Article  -1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a 
President,  three  Vice-Presidents, — first,  second,  and  third, — 
at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  District  of 
Columbia ;  a  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  a  resident  of  the 
District  of  Columbia ;  a  Financial  Secretary  and  a  Treas- 
urer. 

Article  5.  It  shall  be  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association.  In  his  absence  the  Vice-Presi- 
dents shall  preside  in  order  of  their  seniority.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  the  three  Vice-Presidents  the  senior  member  of  the 
Association  shall  preside. 

Article  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association  and  the  mem- 
bership roll  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  ;  issue  all 
notices  to  officers  and  members  ;  discharge  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Association  ;  and  conduct 
the  ordinary  correspondence  of  the  Association. 

Article  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secre- 
tary to  receive  and  receipt  for  all  moneys  paid  into  the 
Association,  turn  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer,  taking 
his  receipt  therefor.  He  shall  keep  his  record  and  accounts 
in  a  manner  to  be  directed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  all  moneys  of  the 
Association,  keep  an  account  of  the  same  as  provided  by 
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the  Executive  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  by 
the  Treasurer  except  on  an  order  from  the  Financial  Sec- 
retary, countersigned  by  the  President  and  which  shall  state 
the  date  of  the  appropriation. 

Article  9.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  President,  the  Secretaries,  the  Treasurer  and 
fifteen  other  members  of  the  Association  to  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  seven  of  whom  shall  reside  within  a  radius 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  miles  of  Washington.  Seven 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all 
business. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  entire 
affairs  of  the  Association  when  the  Association  is  not  in 
session  and  have  the  management  of  all  affairs  which  re- 
quire organized  effort  by  the  Alumni ;  provide  for  proper 
representation  of  the  Alumni  at  all  functions  and  cere- 
monies, and  make  such  arrangements  as  shall  seem  to  it  ad- 
visable for  the  happy  celebration  of  its  reunions. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  direct  the  manner  of 
keeping  all  accounts  and  records  of  the  Association. 

Article  10.  There  shall  be  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees, which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee: 

Committee  on  Rules,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

Committee  on  Gymnasium,  to  consist  of  twenty-one  mem- 
bers, or  such  number  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  di- 
rect. 

Committee  on  Athletics,  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

Article  11.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast. 

Article  12.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  he 
made  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  that  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Executive 
Committee  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  said  meeting  and 
receive  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and  vot- 
ing. 

By-Laws. 

SECTION  I.  The  regular  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  morning  of  reunion  day  and  special  meetings  of  the 
Association  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
Executive   Committee  may   determine. 

SECTION    2.  The   attendance   of    fifteen    members   at    any 
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meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  3.  Those  eligible  to  membership  may  qualify  and 
be  enrolled  upon  the  payment  of  an  initiation  fee  of  $1.00 
and  by  subscribing  to  the  Constitution. 

Section  I.  Each  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pay  an  annual  fee  of  25  cents  on  or  before  the 
regular  annual  meeting-. 

SECTION  5.  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the  par- 
liamentary proceedings  of  the  Association,  not  herein  pro- 
vided for.

opportunity.  Write  to  the  President  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation for  plans. 

Statistics  are  being  gathered  by  the  President  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association,  with  the  aid  and  cooperation

The  much-needed 
solidarity  would  be  secured  in  the  oneness  of  action  and, 
through  this  medium,  always  knowing  "who  is  who"  among 
the  alumni,  and  "where  is  who."  Can  we  not  think  this 
over  and  work  to  this  end?
